Suffering from a nervous break- 
down, Sam Scorfina, Carr street 
grocer and former bootlegger, was 
taken last night to the St. Clair 
County Hospital from the county 
jail at Belleville, where he was con- 
fined Wednesday afternoon On 
charges of perjury, after failing to 
testify against five Sicilian gang- 
sters previously named by him as 
his kidnapers.

MEADOWS SENTENCED 
T0 BE RANGED JAN. 3 


Arson Murderer to Appeal to 
Supreme Court, Which Will 
Arrest Execution. 


Andrew B. Meadows. convicted 
of first degree murder in the burn- 
ing of the Buckingham Hotel An- 
nex, with loss of seven lives, Dec. 
5, 1927, was sentenced by Circuit 
Judge Taylor today to be hanged 
Jan. 9, 1931. His arrest, in a be- 
lated exposure of an alleged arson 
plot, occurred last January, and 
he was convicted Oct. 17, the jury 
fixing the death penalty. 

It is not likely that the execu- 
tién will take place on the date 


to appeal to the State Supreme 
Court, and such an appeal will 
bring an arrest of judgment. The 


formal sentencing of Meadows was 
necessary as a preliminary to the 
appeal. A motion for a new trial 
was overruled Monday. 

Meadows, who was a night 
watchman of the Annex when it 
was burned, was taken from City 
Jail into the courtroom. Judge 
Taylor asked him if he had any- 
thing to say. 

“I don’t think IL got a fair trial,” 
the gaunt and elderly man replied. 
“The jurors had their mings made 
up from reading the newspapers. 
I am not guilty of burning the 
| Buckingham—I want to tell the 
whole truth. I gid not set fire to 
the place.” 

“But you did know about it and 
‘were in on it, is not that true?” 
the Judge said. 

“The only thing I did,” Mead- 
ows answered, “was to miss my 
regular call and give others the 
opportunity to do what they did.” 
This is in line with Meadows’ tes- 
timony in his own defense, when 
he repudiated the statement, made 
in a signed confession, that he 
touched a match to papers in a va- 
cant room. 

Meadows was asked if he had 
any complaint of the way in which 
the trial was conducted. “No,” he 
replied, “my lawyer did all he 
could for me.” The lawyer, Her- 
bert H. Blair, was not in court. 

Judge Taylor, without using the 
traditional formula, then said, “I 
set the date of execution for Jan. 
5." 

The other defendants in the ar- 
son-murder case, all charged with 
a capital offense, are Ralph Piter- 
son, co-owner of the Annex, who 
is scheduled for trial next, and 
whose plea for a change of vegue 
is before Judge Taylor; Lewis E. 
Balson, the other owner; and R. 
H. Cotham, night clerk of the 
Buckingham Hotel. Cotham made 
a confession; Pierson and Balson 
have denied any knowledge of an 
arson plot.

LONDON, Nov. 2!.—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald told the Indian 
round table conference today that 
the British Government would not 
go back on any pledges ft had 


made toward the achiévement of a 
responsible Indian government. He 
referred particularly t@ the British 
pledges prior to th Montagu 
Chelmsford declaration of 1917 
pledging the development of self- 
governing institutions in India. 

There had been much interest 
among the delegates in what Mac- 
Donald would say, but the Prime 
Minister spent most of the time 
summarizing the various views 
which, had been presented to the 
conference, 

Extremist Indian delegates were 
frankly disappointed that no more 
definite line was given on the im- 
mediate intentions of the British 
Government. The majority of the 
delegates, however, realized, it is 
said, that it wonld be impossible 
for MacDonald to pursue any other 
course at this early stage of the 
negotiations. 

Committee Takes Up Details. 

After MacDonald's speech, the 
plenary session adjourned and the 
burden of the conference was 
transferred to the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee of 32 members 
representing ali sections of Indian 
life. 

The Prime Minister said in his 
address that the statements of the 
Indian Princes in accepting a Fed- 
eral form of government as that 
best suited for India’s future had 
“revolutionized the situation.” 

“The Princes have given @ most 
substantial contribution in opening 
up the way to a really united Fed- 
erated India,” he said. “This con- 
stitution of a federation or what- 
ever it may be must meet two fun- 


damental requirements. In the 
first place it must work. Second- 
evolve. 


ly, the constitution must 


You are not in a position here to 
produce a static constitution that 
your grandsons, great grandsons 
and great-great-grandsons will 
worship as though it were one of 
their sacred inheritances. There- 
fore the constitution must work 
and the constijution must evolve. 
It must be a continuing thing and 
in the evolving, Indian opinion and 
Indian experience must be a more 
important initiating power.” 

He declared that the task of the 
round table conference was to sit 
down together and supply practical 
answers to all questions, answers 
which can be embodied in an act 
of Parliament. 

Premier Lists Problems, 

“I give you this word of cheer 
and comfort,” MacDonald told the 
Indian minoritics spokesmen, “the 
case you have presented has not 
fallen on deaf ears.” 

His own contribution te the 
architecture of an Indian constitu- 
tion, he said, would concern India 
as a “flexible federation which 
meets your historical inheritance so 
far as it is worthy to be carried 
into the future.” — 

He outlined some of the prob- 
lems which the conference must 
settle in regard to an Indian con- 
stitution. 

“What,” he asked, “will be the 
nature of the units which are to 
be fitted into a scheme of Federa- 
tion? What will be the nature cf 
the central co-ordinating structure? 
What the relations of this structure 
to the provinces, to the Indian 
states? What provisions will be 
made to secure the willing co-op- 
eration of minorities? What in 


general should be the powers, func- 
tions and responsibilities of such a 
central structure?”

Most of Them Commun- 
ists, Taken Into Custody 
F ollowing Police Riot Call 


A group of speakers for the “Un- 
employment Councils of St. Louis,” 
who figured in a counter attrac- 
tion to the Community Fund’s min- 
iature golf course last week, inter- 
fered with movers evicting a Negro 
family at 2205A Franklin avenue 
yesterday, resulting in a riot call 
to police. 

Three women and three men, 
most of them self-avowed Com- 
munists, were arrested, charged 
with general disturbance of the 
peace and disturbing the peace of 
Deputy Constable W. McFenn, a 
Negro of the Fifth District, who 
was superintending the _ eviction 
when the group appeared. 

“They began to carry the furnt- 
ture back upstairs,” McFenn said, 
“and yelled ‘down with the law.’ A 
big crowd sprang up in no time 
and I turned in a riot call.’’ 

McFenn said the tenant, Asia 
Simon, was submitting quietly to 
eviction because of $25 overdue 
rent, when the interruption oc- 
curred. The eviction proceeded 
after police, some of whom arrived 
in radio-equipped cruising cars, 
quelled the disturbance. | 

Police seized several banners, 
similar to those displayed at the 
Community Fund toy links on 
Twelfth boulevard near Olive 
street, bearing such legends as 
“Down With Criminal Syndicalist 
Law” and “Free Lunches and Car- 
fare for Workers.” 

About 20 men and women 
Swooped down upon the movers, 
grabbing the furniture from them, 
police said. Those arrested gave

FOR RIVER WORK 
TOAD JOBLESS 


Lieutenant - Colonel Spald- 
ing Outlines Preparations 
to Use Funds Congress Is 
Expected to Provide. 


Army engineers have spent $5,- 
0¢6,000 on the Upper Mississippi 
Valley Division, devoted to channel 
improvement of several rivers and 
centered in St. Louis, and are pre- 
paring additional plans to expend 
about .$8,000,000 from the emer- 
gency appropriation bill which 
Congress is expected to pass, it is 


learned today from  Lieutenant- 
Colonel George R. Spalding. 
Several shifts and the “stagger” 
system also are used wherever 
practicable to employ the greatest 
possible number of workmen. 
Wherever funds are idle they are 
called in and put t work in river 
improvement, for the consequent 
effect on employment and . bus- 
iness. Plans are being rushed to 
put the division’s prospective allot- 
ment, a third .f the expected $22,- 
000,000 emergency appropriation, 
te work as soon as Congress acts.

“All this,” said Col. Spalding, “is

We are going 
to do those we can get at most 
quickly, provided, of course, they 
are needed by commerce. 

Local Aid Enlisted. 

“Wherever local co-operation is 
required, every effort is being 
made to concentrate that lecality 
on doing its part—because, if it 
won't do it, other projects’ will 
have to take precedence.” 

Immediate letting of contracts, 
he explained, would give the con- 
tractors “‘something to bank on” 
for spring, and allow them to re- 
tain their key employes, order 
materials and hire men to set up 
their equipment in readiness for 
the opening of the season. 

“We are doing everything we 
can to get under contract all the 
jobs authorized by Congress,” said 
Col. Spalding. “I have everybody 
in the division, ineluding myself, 
working to be ready to go ahead 
as S00n as we get the money.” 

“There is only one cure for my 
part of it,” he said, at the mention 
of “depression,”’ turning to a solid 
column of blue prints and tables 
lined up across his desk. “That's 
to quit talking and get to work.” 


IOWA GOVERNOR ASKS HOOVER 
TO INCREASE TARISF ON CORN 


Says Reported Shipments From Ar- 
gentina Would Destroy Amer- 


ican Market. 
By the Associated Press. 
DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 21.— 


Gov. John Hammill today appealed 
to President Hoover for an imme- 
diate increase in the tariff on corn. 
-He telegraphed the President that 
reported extensive shipments of Ar- 
gentine corn to the United States 
would destroy the American mar- 
ket, “‘which price is already too 
low considering the small crop.” 
The Governor asked that the 
Tariff Commission recommend an 
increase which President has au- 
thority to grant under the flexible 
provisions of the tariff law. 

“The protective tariff should be 
made effective where possible so 
as to protect the American market 
for the American farmer,” the tele- 
gram read. “It is to be remembered 
that if the cost of production of the 
Argentine corn were identical with 
the cost of producing the same 
commodity in this country, Mid- 
West producers would suffer 
through abnormally higher trans- 
portation ratcs as applied on all 
railroads as'compared to ocean-go- 
ing traffic. Argentina should not 
be permitted to control the Ameri- 
can market. The importance of 
this matter justifies prompt action. 
The situation is serious. With one- 
third less crop than the five-year 
average, prices are now one-fourth 
less. Let us have action.” 


BANKER, SHOT, KILLS R°SBER 
Cashier Wins Fight, Singichanded, 
at Sydney, N. 5S. W.

ment to 1000 St. Louisans during 
the latter part of the winter, will 
start Dec. 15, it was announced last 
night. ; 

E. L. Stancliff, president of the 
St. Louis Mart, Inc., speaking at 
the Industrial Club dinner at the 
Coronado Hotel, disclosed that 
‘plans for a 16-story tower at one 
end of the building had been 
changed and the tower instead will 
be 21 stories. The main structure 
will be eight stories high, but foun- 
dations are heavy enough to permit 
the eventual construction of two 
more floors. — 

M. F. Marks, .chief engineer of 
construction, estimated today that 
at the peak of construction, 500 
men will ve employed on the build- 
ing, while St Louis factories turn- 
ing out materials for the structure 
will employ an additional 500 men. 
Marks said that 60 per cent of the

estimated cost, or $3,000,000, will 
be spent for labor. 

Bids will be received Monday, 
and after tabulation, will be let a 
few days later, Marks continued. 
During the first month, he esti- 
mated, about 100 men will be em- 
ployed and it will be three months 
before the construction peak is 
reached. 

In his address last night, Stan- 
cliff explained the building will be. 
a merchandising structure, offering 
both the St. Louis and the outside 
manufacturer every facility for the 
economical and efficient produc- 
tion, sale, display and: distribution 
of his product. 

“Private railroad sidings will be 
adequate for the handling of 100 
carloads of freight inbound and 
100 carloads outbound every day. 
while automobile docks on Thir-

“If the Farm Board never did 
another thing, it will have justified 
itself in the past week’s work,” 


a board agency. He referred to 
buying by Federa: stabilization 
agencies during the past week of 


cash and futures wheat to fore- 
stall declines. 

His statement, issued following 
yesterday’s market session in 
which Government support lent 
stability to grain values, said un- 
derlying market factors and the 
fact that the corporation had taken 
steps to prevent further declines 
afforded assurances to consumers 
of wheat products that they might 
“with reasonable safety make pur- 
chases for their seasonable re- 
quirements, thus protecting them- 
selves against such advances in the 
market as might come about.” 

Among factors favorable to an 
upward trend, Milnor listed: Lack 
of congestion of wheat at terminals 
in spite of the large visible sup- 
ply, substitution of wheat for corn 
in livestock feeding, greater con- 
sumption of bread from reduced 
flour costs, and reduced wheat 
acreage. 

Wheat advanced yesterday % to 
3% cents. Corn gained 2% to 3% 
cents. December wheat closed in 
Chicago at 73% to 73% cents. 

The Farm Board's advocacy of a 
12%%-cent boost in import duty on 
corn was another factor adding 
buoyancy. 

“Disturbed economic conditions 
throughout the world during the 
last week were augmented by un- 
settled conditions in foreign grain 
markets,” Milnor said. “Continued 
shipments of wheat from Russia 
depressed European prices. Much 
uncertainty prevailed in regard to 
Canadian conditions, all of which 
resulted in drastic declines in 
wheat futures in all foreign mar- 
kets. Winnipeg December wheat 
sold below 655 cents a bushel.

CRIME CHALLENGES SOCIETY. | 
The gollapse of the Scorfina kidnaping case has 
a significance far beyond the failure of justice in the 
eases of five men charged with robbing and kid- 
naping Scorfina. Justice may fail in any case of 
criminality, no matter how serious, through circum- 


cused from punishment. This case, however, has im- 
plications which seriously reflect intolerable condi- 
tions bearing upon criminality and law enforcement. 

Scorfina, a grocer, was robbed and kidnaped. He 

gave testimony before the grand jury which resulted 
in the indictment of five men for the crime. He has 
been under police guard ever since, on account of 
threats against the lives of himself and his family. 
He was taken to court at Belleville under a heavy 
guard of police to testify at the trial of the accused 
men. He refused to identify his kidnapers, thus re- 
versing his sworn testimony, and Assistant State’s 
Attorney Lindauer was compelled to dismiss the 
charges against the accused men and release them. 
The State’s case fell down utterly on account of the 
perjury of its chief witness. 
“The acknowledged cause of the refusal of Scorfina 
to testify against his kidnapers was fear for his life 
and the safety of his family. It was a case of gang- 
ster terrorism. It is not the first in St. Louis and 
adjacent territory. There have been murders and 
threats against the lives of witnesses held for testi- 
fying in trials in other case®. 

In cases of gangster against gangster, justice is 
always defeated by the gangster code. Gangsters re- | 
fuse to give any information concerning their assail- 
ants. But this case is different. It is a case in which 
gangsters conspire to protect members of their gang 
from legal punishment, by threats. It proves gang 
conspiracy not only to violate law and commit crimes 
but to obtain immunity from punishment. The arm 
of the law is paralyzed by threats of wholesale mur- 
der in the event that any witness gives testimony 
against any member of the gang. 

Which is the stronger, the law or the gang? The 
question is inevitable when the prosecution of crim- 
inals is defeated through gang terrorism. The police 
authorities recognized the danger to Scorfina by 
keeping his home guarded by policemen and by con- 
veying him to court with a large police guard. The 
police recognized that the only way in which they 
could get the witness inte court was by protecting 
him with an ample force of police gunmen. 

Gang conspiracy, however, defeated the efforts of 
the official prosecution and the processes of the court. 
It so terrorized the victim and chief witness of their 
crimes, his family and friends, that Scorfina pre- 
ferred to face a trial for perjury rather than to run 
the risk of death for himself and his family by 
testifying against the accused. 

Criminality and gangsterism have reached a crisis. 
It is bad enough to have murder, robbery, extortion 
and kidnaping prevail to an appalling extent, but 
when these crimes are supplemented by powerful, 
widespread conspiracies to defeat the processes of 
justice and protect the criminals through organized 
terrorism, the situation becomes intolerable. Gang- 
sterism must be exterminated or lawlessness will 
overpower all the forces of law. 

Crime challenges society. 
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LINCOLN’S RAILROAD. 

It was the Alton & Sangamon in the 1850s. That 
was the name with which it began life. Crossing the 
prairie lawyer's country it was not surprising that 
someone from the “home” section should be cnosen 
to represent its interests -at law. Nor was it any 
more surprising that the attorney should be the 
gaunt reader of law books who had been down to the 
State Legislature for four terms. People recognized 
him as up and coming. Through his efforts lafgely 
the State capital had been moved from Vandalia up 
to Springfield. He pleaded his road’s cases in court 
and looked after its claims. Then a decagle and a 
half later, after he had taken his country through 
the welter of civil war, they brought him back in 
his funeral car on the same railroad, by mourner- 
crowded platforms of stations whose interests he had 
defended at the bar. Thus, it is Lincoln’s railroad 
which will be sold at auction, Dec. 11, in front of the 
Station at Wilmington, Ill. The old C. & A., with 
less than 1100 miles of tracks and $60,000,000 of 
bonded indebtedness, delivered into the hands of a 
receiver by the auto and motor bus, to be absorbed by 
the B. & O., “to be sold to the highest bidder.” A 
business proposition and naturally so, yet surely 
someone in the group at the auction will have a 
thought for the days of the old line’s defender of 
fourscore years ago.

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THE PROPOSED SPECIAL SESSION. 

More and more, signs in the Washington heavens 
portend a special session of Congress after the im- 
pending short session ends next March 4. And in 
certain quarters there is arising dread of this event, 
reflected in expressions that it would upset the coun- 
try, that it would lead to business uncertainty. If 
the motives of those who hold it in their power to 
bring about such a session were dictated by personal 
ambitions or political expediency, these fears might 
be valid. But the reasons for the extra period of leg- 
islation are important and constructive measures 
which have been neglected, which the short session 
in all probability will not find time to enatt, and 
which would be far more damaging if left dangling 
in midair than would the convening of Congress. If 
the country becomes fearful of what its elected law- 
makers may do, then our representative system may 
be accurately viewed as having broken down. 
For.one thing, the proposed special session may 
well become an instrument for ending or at least 
reducing the need for special sessions. The lame 
duck period has become a great obstacle to orderly 
legislation, and the Norris bill to eliminate it would 
be on the agenda of the extra meeting if not pre- 
viously passed. 
The three-month session was long enough in the 
country’s early day to enact appropriation bills and 
transact other business, but money measures have so 
grown in volume and importance that the time avail- 
able is frequently too short, even for them alone.\ It 
is significant that in the Republic's first 101 years 
there were 13 extra sessions; in the last 37 years 
there have been 11. So pressing and so large have 
become the tasks of legislation that there are many 
who will agree with Champ Clark’s prediction that 
the day would come when Congress would remain in 
session the year around. With the machinery of gov- 


duck session, the extra term has become the only 
means of expressing the will of the voters before 
the mandate of the election is 13 months old. 

The very magnitude of the legislative program 
which now demands early attention, in the opinion 
of the administration, insurgent leaders and the 
country at large, makes dubious the hope that the 
regular session will be able to complete the work. 
The Muscle Shoals problem, with its huge investment 
now lying idle and its great potentialities for solving 
the moot question of power rates, cries for solution. 
The Wagner unemployment measures, which should 
have been enacted two years ago, ought to be passed 
at the earliest possible moment in view of the pres- 
ent emergency, and not in December, 1931. Justice 
to American labor requires consideration of the Ship- 
stead anti-injunction bill, which would outlaw “yel- 
low dog” contracts. Other pressing matters are the 
World Court, interstate bus regulation, Tariff Com- 
mission and other nominations, the Howell bill for 
In the face of 
this important legislative program, a special session 
seems the only way out. 
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That there is something in a name after all! is 
proved by Joseph B. Givens, who has just given 
$850,000 to Washington University.

JUDGE WALKER. 

Judge Robert F. Walker of the Missouri Supreme 
Court wore the ermine lightly. There was no trace 
in him of that oppressive solemnity with which tra- 
dition vests the judicial temperament.

O professional person faces more com- 

plex or more baffling problems than 

the legislator, whether he be politician 
or statesmar. Unfortunately the art of 
government as yet lacks adequate support- 
ing science from which it may borrow 
facts, principles and techniques. 

If he is to be creative in his field of 
endeavor or even pre-eminently successful 
in routine, the legislator must have an un- 
usual breadth of interest and training. The 
history of mankind and of human relations, 
of civilizations and of governments, of edu- 
cation, science and art, should constitute 
a large part of his intellectual working 
capital. The spirit, principles of method 
and many of the techniques of acientific 
inquiry should prove at least as valuable 
to him who seeks to improve, while he 
practices, the art of government, as can 
learning in jurisprudence or intimate fa- 
mMiliarity with the particular legislative 
code of his commonwealth or nation-state. 
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With vwartations in adaptation to circum- 
Stances, the scientifically trained legislator, 
it may be predicted, would proceed in the 
following orderly, common-sense way in 
accordance with fundamental requirements 
of scientific research. There would be: (a) 
preparatory careful factual study of the

(e) systematic review of all findings in the 
light of the investigator's total knowledge 
of the problematic situation, to be followed 
by such modification, supplementation or 
other alteration as indicated; (f) tentative 
or probational adoption of experimentally 
proved methods, preferably for a limited 
period and in a narrowly restricted area: 
(g) final study of results and formulation 
of procedures for general adoption. 

The logical first step toward regulation 
of any form of human behavior is to care- 
fully assemble and study all pertinent in- 
formation. This, however, is merely the 
beginning of research. Fact-finding is not 
a simple mechanical task, for although ex- 
isting Information often must be tabulated, 
analyzed. classified, interpreted, prepara- 
tory to its application, it usually requires 
also supplementation by original well- 
planned research. For such task the 
legislator too often is entirely unprepared, 
if, as commoniy occurs, he is elected or ap- 
pointed to office irrespective of the rela- 
tion of his natural ability, training and ex- 
perience to the requirements of the post. 

Bureaus of information, of reference, of 


vital statistics, of census, of special 
inquiry within departments and in- 
stitutions, and a rauiltiplicity of reports, 


constitute significant informational agen- 
cies and sources. Nevertheless, for such 
special needs as are represented by the 
automobile, alcohol. immigration and 
crime, adequate research previsions are 


: 


lacking. A Nationally applicable code, 
such as is obviously desirable, wil] require 
the co-operation of competent investicators 
and engineers, as well as of legislators. 

To attempt to regulate by legislation 
what should be achieved by education, by 
moral suasion or by public opinion, may 
be a tragic mistake. Not a few govern- 
mental rules and statutes are harmful in- 
stead of beneficial, because applied to 
what are primarily educational or personal 
problems. Then, too, dead-letter laws 
aboufid, and although they are not as 
harmful as laws which are unenforceable, 
in most instances they should be renealed. 
Undoubtedly legal stock-taking and house- 
cleaning should be the order of the day. 

The word methodology, however repel- 
lent, has its inevitable place in govern- 
ment. To know ail that is worth knowing 
about man and his use of motor vehicles 
or of alcohol may be transiently satisfying 
to the individual and impressive to the 
multitude, but it is futile from the-stand- 
point of progress unless one knows also 
what may and should be done about it. 

Save by long process of trial and gradual 
approximation to perfection, no individual, 
however wise, can hope to achieve an ac- 
ceptable solution of any complex social 
problem. It would seem that the sooner 
we honestly, whole-heartediy and broad- 
mindedly acoept this fact and get into the 
habit of considering each step in legisla- 
tion as an approximation to the best cur- 
rently attainable, the better for our social 
order and for the future of our civilization.

Intimately related is the suggestion of a 
probationary period for legislative enact- 
ments Especially in the absence of wise 
provision for the annihilation or modifica- 
tion of needless or harmful laws, it be. 
hooves statesmen to make as certain as 
possible that their measures are satisfac- 
tory before presenting them for general 
and unqualified acceptance. Perhaps it 
would have been wise had the eighteenth 
amendment peen subjected to a probation- 
ary period. Certainly the idea is applica- 
ble in many legislative situations. 

Not only the length of the trial period 
but also the geographic scope of applica- 
tion might well be limited in accordance 
with the nature of the problem and of the 
regulatory method involved. Whereas a 
year might be abundantly sufficient for the 
evaluation of a motor vehicle code and a 
well selected county, municipal area or 
State a suitable territory for observation, 
attempts to regulate human habit systems, 
as of drinking or eating, might demand 
observation over a much longer period and 
in & more extended area. Until a law has 
been objectively evaluated in terms of so- 
cial response, it stands merely as the opin- 
ion of an individual or group whose 
guesses concerning its social acceptability 
and values may be worth little or much.

Right now that 
doctrine is belatedly in full flower 
in the realm of Psychology where it 
is called Behaviorism, and through- 
out our literature its influence is 
conspicuous in the form of a cyni- 
cal depreciation of human nature 
oe a flippant scouting at super- 
rutal values and motives in gen- 
eral. 

It would be possible to go fur- 
ther and show that the old mate- 
rialistic doctrine of science was de- 
veloped out of a world-mood that 
originated in the economic realm 
with the rise of the trading class 
and the Industrial Revolution, but 
this is not necessary to the one 
point at which these remarks are 
aiming. 

That point begins to appear when 
we consider that millions of intelli- 
gent people believe themselves to 
have the authoritative backing of 
science in their narrowly material- 
istic conception of human life, cnar- 
acter and possibilities. 

The point becomes clear alien 
it is stated, as a simple matter of 
fact, that Science, in its advanced 
forms, no longer backs them! Sure- 
ly this is a matter of even practi- 
cal importance. 

Here is what Sir James Jeans 
has to say in the present volume, 
and one finds the same attitude ex- 
pressed in a steadily increasing 
number of works by those who lead 
the van of modern science: 

“Our modern minds have, IY 
think, a bias towards mechanical 
interpretations. Part may be due 
to our early scientifie training: 
part perhaps to our continually 
seeing everyday objects behaving 
in a mechanical way; a mechanica! 
explanation looks natural and is 
easily comprehended. Yet in a 
completely objective survey of the 
situation, the outstanding fact 
wouid seem to be that mechanics 
has already shot its bolt and has 
failed dismally, on both the scien- 
tific and philosophical side. 


“Today there is a wide measure 
of agreement, which on the phys- 
ical side of science approaches 
almost to unanimity, that the 
stream of knowledge is heading to- 
wards a nonmechanical reality: the 
universe begins to look more like 
a great thought than like a great 
machine. Mind no longer appears 
as an accidental intruder into the 
realm of matter; we are beginning 
to suspect that we ought rather to 
hail it as the creator and governor 
of the realm of matter—not of 
course Our individual minds, but 
the mind in which the atoms out 
of which our _ individual minds 
have grown exist as thoughts.”’ 

Does it not begin to appear that 
our materialistic intelligentsia are 
really belated Victorians after all. 
And isn't that rather amusing, not 
to say heartening?

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DEAN LOEB URGES 
GUT IN SURVEY FUND 


Says Expenditure of $200,- 
000,000 Would Make Tax 
Burden Too Heavy. 


A cut of approximately one-half 
in the State Survey Commission's 
recommendation of a nearly $200,- 
000,000 state expenditure in the 
next 12 years for education and for 
the maintenance of state eleemosy- 
nary and penal institutions was ad- 
vocated by Dr. Isidor Loen, dean of 
the School of.Business and Public 
Administration of Washington Uni- 


versity, and a recognized authority 
on economics, before the Indus- 
trial Club at the Coronado Hotel 
last night. 

The commission’s recommenda- 
tions were for a total expenditure 
of $192,000,000, to be obtained by 
heavy increases in the state income 
tax rates and py more than dou- 
‘bling the tax on corporations. 

The scheme by which the com- 
mission proposed to finance the 
anticipated extension of state ac- 
tivities was pronounced unsound by 
Dr. Loeb, who took the position 
that taxes should be increased only 
to the extent necessary to obtain 
an additional $53,000,000 of state 
revenue. He advocated the meet- 
ing of capital expenditures, for 
new buildings, by a bond issue of 
$35,000,000. 

Dr. Loeb urged that the Legisla- 
ture should reject the commission’s 
plan for relieving the counties 
from paying any portion of the ex- 
pense of maintaining patients in 
eleemosynary institutions, and for 
placing this entire burden on the 
state revenue fund. 

Under the present law a part of 
the cost of caring for the patients 
is paid from the funds of the coun- 
ties from which the patients are 
sent to the institution. By continu- 
ing the present system, Dr. Loeb 
said, $35,000,090 of the proposed 
expenditure could be eliminated. 

The school plan of the commis- 
sion also came in for criticism, Dr. 
Loeb taking the position that it 
would be a mistake to cut the local 
school tax rate to 20 cents on the 
$100 valuation, and for the State 
to provide all tecessary funds 
above the amount that rate pro- 
duced necessary to maintain the 
school at a minimum standard to 
be fixed. trie said the tendency of 
such a plan would be to lower as- 
sessments in the districts to the end 
that virtually the entire cost of 
schools would be taken from the 
local communities and placed on 
the State. 


ORCHESTRA LEADER PREDICTS 
NEW TYPE OF U. S. MUSIC 


Says You American Will Com- 
pose It and That It Will Re- 
flect Celtic Mysticism. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, NOV. 21.—American 
music which is neither Indian, Ne- 
gro or jazz will burst upon the 
world before many more years 
have passed, compelling the ad- 
miration of the world’s masters, 
Wheeler Beckett, guest conductor 
of the San Francisco Symphony 
Orchestra, told a gathering of 
Americans here. 

In spite of Americ&’s material 
advancement, he said, the country 
is permeated with a Celtic mys- 
ticism which will emerge in the 
music of its young composers. 

Music based on the melodies of 
the American Indian is unsatisfac- 
tory, he said. The music of the 
Negro represents the feelings of an 
oppressed race which held no hate 
for its masters, but was not ex- 
pressive of the new America, he 
declared, and jazz was disappoint- 
ingly superficial. The real music of 
America, still in embryo, will not 
long be delayed, Beckett predicted.

Continued From Page One. 


He also asked the highway com- 
mission to enlarge its construction 
program which has been done. 
The high commission recently in- 
formed the Governor that more 
than 10,000 men were employed 
inr oad construction and mainte- 
nance in Missouri. 

The Governor said that before 
he met with the labor leaders, he 
would like to have Cassidy give 
some consideration to the princi- 
ples involved. 

“The purposes of employment of 
convicts are three-fold,” he said. 
“First, to train the prisoner to be 
self-supporting on his release: 
second, to protect his mental and 
physical health; and third, to 
lighten the burden cast by his 
wrongdoing upon honest felks who 
must pay the taxes to support 


Idieness the Worst Thing. 

He said penologists were of the 
unanimous opinion that to keep 
prisoners in idleness would be the 
worst thing that could happen to 
the prisoners and the prison ead- 
ministration. “Authorities on this 
Subject assert that interests of 
capital and labor, as well as the in- 
terests of society in general, are 
best served when the men and 
women confined in penal and re- 
formatory institutions at State ex- 
pense are employed at profitable 
labor,” he said. 

Gov. Caulfield recalled that there 
are four systems of utilizing the 
labor convicts. They are the con- 
tract system, by which convicts are 
hired out to private contractors by 
the day; the public account system, 
by which the State conducts the 
prison industries and sells the 
products in the open market: the 
public works system, by which 
convicts are used in building roads 
and other public works, and the 
State use system, by which convict 
labor is used solely in manufac- 
turing products used by the State 
institutions. 

Only the State-Use System. 

The Governor recalled that the 
contract system had been abolished 
in Missouri, by law, and that trial 
of the public works system had not 
proved satisfactory. The public 
account system is now being used, 
he sald, but the State was endeav- 
oring to change from that plan and 
withdraw from the open market, 
where it now competes with free 
labor. Elimination of these three 
left only the State-use system, he 
said, which only permits the State 
to use convicts to do its own work. 

“If that is not to be permitted,” 
he said, “then the State must con- 
tinue to compete in the open mar- 
ket with the products of free labor, 
or allow the convicts to remain 
idle.” 

In working toward the State-use 
system in Missouri, the Governor 
said, the State was attempting to 
comply with the Hawes-Cooper act 
passed by Congress, which becomes 
effective Jan. 19, 1934. That act 
contemplates exclusive use of the 


State-use system of convict labor. 
Enactment of this law was favored 
by labor leaders, because it virtual- 
ly will prevent sale of prison-made 
goods in the open market. 

Referring to the requirement in 
the intermediate reformatory Jaw 
that convict labor and prison-made 
materials be used as far as prac- 
ticable, the Governor said that the 
State Penal Board had been forced 
to use convict labor in constructing 
the reformatory. “I am sure you 
will agree that it is not fair that 
executive officers be urged to vio- 
late the law,” the Governor con- 
cluded.

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AMERICANS MAY AD 
ENSTEN'S RESEARD 


Notable Scientists at California 
Institute Where He 
Will Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Albert 
Einstein’s forthcoming American 
research will be among men who 
have uncovered practical] mysteries 
of space which even relativity does 
not explain fully. 

Foremost is evidence that some- 
where out in the immensely cold 
and seemingly empty depths of 
Space solid substance is all the 
time being created. 

The proof of this new creation is 
disputed. The world’s foremost 
advocate for the affirmative is Dr. 
Robert A. Millikan, president of 
the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, where it has been an- 
nounced Einstein exptcts to do 
research work. 

Dr. Millikan holds that a power- 
ful form of radiation, cosmic rays, 
which both he and his opponents 


have identified as falling dpaseless- 
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ly upon earth day and night, come 
from tremendous energies used 
somewhere in space te create mat- 
ter. 

He has identified these rays from 
creation of hydrogen and helium 
and possibly iron. 

Theories of Radiation. 

His opponents hold the radiation 
comes from the annihilation of 
matter in the hot centers of stars 
and that nowhere is there evidence 
of’ creation—in short, that the uni- 
verse is running down to its death. 

Mathematical studies such as 
Einstein has mastered are used to 
support deductions of both sides. 

Dr. Millikan is the first man to 
measure by experiment the elec- 
trical charge carried by an elec- 
tron, at present considered the 
smallest bit of matter. 

The institution of which he is 
president will operate the new 200- 
inch telescope, an instrument that 
will see four times as well as the 
present largest and perhaps bring 
to light more facts’ bearing upon 
relativity. 

Another great mystery, one of 
the newest; is the red shift of dis- 
tant light. This has been meas- 
ured recently by Dr. Edwin Hubble, 
astronomer of Mount Wilson, Cal., 
observatory of the Carnegie Insti- 
tution, where Einstein also is ex- 
pected to work. 

The red shift means that ex- 
tremely distant universes of stars 
on all sides of the earth appear to 
be traveling away from us with im- 
mense velocities. 


The greater their distance the 
faster they go. About 10,000 miles 
a second is the highest recession 
velocity recently measured _ at 
Mount Wilson. 

Recording Velocity of Stars. 

Astronomers doubt whether these 
velocities are real. If they are the 
whole material universe seems to 
be expanding, and out in the direc- 
tion of its edges the expansion is 
of explosive speed. 

If they are not real velocities, 
some scientists believe they will be 
found to have an important bear- 
ing upon the laws of evolution of 
creation. 

Relativity is one means of work- 
ing upon this riddle, and, in fact, 
relativity predicted the reddening 
of light, although not the astonish- 
ing speeds now observed. 

At Mount Wilson also are Doc- 
tors Edison Pettit and Seth Nichol- 
son, who have measured the heat of 
a star that is 600 times fainter than 
the faintest visible to the unaided 
eye.

RECIPES FOR DISHES 


IN WEEK'S MENUS 


Substantial Foods Which Will 
Add to the Pleasure of 
Family Mealtime. 


Chicken makes the main course 
for Sunday dinner, and roasted and 
served with a well flavored stuf- 
fing, it seldom fails to meet with 
approval. Sometimes it is advis- 
able to buy a stewing chicken in- 
stead of the younger fowl. as they 


are less expensive per pound, and 
generally heavier—that is there is 
more meat in proportion to the 
bone. 

Have the bird cleaned, but not 
cut up. Stuff as for roasting, put 
in a large saucepan with about 
three inches of boiling water in 
the pan, and cook very slowly for 
one hour. Add an onion, a table- 
spoon salt and continue cooking 
for another hour, or until the 
chicken is tender. Lift carefully to 
a roasting pan and brown quick- 
ly in a hot oven. The broth in the 
saucepan is used in part to make 
a milk gravy to serve with the 
chicken, and the rest used for the 
pie that makes Monday night’s 
dinner. 

Chicken and Vegetable Pie. 


Remains for roast chicken may 


.be used for this. Remove the méat 


from the bones. Put the bones in 
a saucepan with a sliced onion 
and three cups of water. Bail gen- 
tly for one and one-half hours or 
until the liquid is reduced to one 
and one-half cups. Strain and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Melt two 
tablespoons of butter, add four ta- 
blespoons flour and then stir in 
the chicken stock and one eup of 
milk. Continue stirring until slight- 
ly thickened, then add the chicken, 
one cup canned or fresh cooked 
peas, one-half cup canned corn, six 
or eight very small boiled onions 
and one tablespoon minced pars- 
ley. Pour into a baking dish, cover 
with a good pastry crust and bake 
40 minutes at 375 degrees. 
Spanish Rice. 

Wash one cup of rice and drain 
thoroughly. Melt one-quarter cup 
butter or meat drippings in a 
heavy frying pan, add two sliced 
Onions to the rice and cook until 
both are deep yellow, but not 
scorched. Stir frequently while 
cooking. Then add two cups 
canned tomatoes, one-half shred- 
der green pepper, one teaspoon salt 
and one-quarter teaspoon celery 
seed. Cover and cook slowly until 
the liquid has been absorbed, then 
stir in one cup boiling water or 
meat gravy and continue cooking 
until the rice is tender and quite 
dry. This will take dbout 40 min- 
utes. Serve hot with grated 
cheese. 

Lima Bean Soup. 

Put two cups of canned lima 
beans in a saucepan with one cup 
boiling water, one small onion and 
a handful of celery leaves. Boil 
slowly for 20 minutes and then rub 
through a coarse strainer, saving 
all the liquid. Add two cups of 
milk to the vegetable pulp and 
juice, two tablespoons butter and 


+ thicken with two tablespoons flour, 
-rubbed to a smooth paste with a 


little cold water. Reheat to the 
boiling point and serve very hot. 
Sprinkle each serving with mixed 
parsley and serve with croutons, 
Frankfurters With Noodles, 
Boil one package of noodles un- 


til tender or for about 15 minutes, 


then drain. Melt four tablespoons 
butter or any desired fat, add one 
medium-sized minced onion, one- 
quarter cup diced celery and _ six 
frankfurters cut in small pieces. 
Cover and cook for five minutes, 
then add three tablespoons flour 
and, when mixed, stir in two cups 
canned tomatoes, salt and pepper 
to season, and two _ tablespoons 


chopped parsley. Mix this sauce’ 


with the noodles and serve very 
hot,

With Thanksgiving, that great 


American feast day, so close at 
hand, most housewives are already 
looking ahead and planning the 
details of the family dinner.

cause of this we are publishing a. 


Thanksgiving menu this week that 
will enable home cooks to buy some 
things ahead and plan out a 
scheme of work that will not make 
the day too burdensome.

COFFEE FROSTING) 


This Type of Pastry Offers 
Many Advantages for Dress- 
-ing-Up Purposes. 


The plain cake is the basis of 
most cake desserts. One ad- 
vantage of plain cake is that it 
keeps fresh a comparatively long 
time. 

Another is this type of cake may 
be enhanced and made more attrac- 
tive by dressing it up with frost- 
ings, icings and other dainty cake 
accessories. 

For instance, coffee filling and 
coffee icing make an intriguing 
pastry out of a plain cake. 

Plain Cake Recipe. 

One-half cup’. shortening, one 
and one-half cups sugar, two eggs, 
one cup milk or water, three cups 
pastry flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt and 
one teaspoon flavoring. 

Cream shortening; add sugar 
gradually and cream again. Add 
unbeaten eggs, one at.a time, beat- 
ing thoroughly after each addition. 
Add milk or water; cut and fold 
in sifted dry ingredients. Add fla- 
voring. Bake im layers in modere- 
ately hot oven (375 degrees) 20 to 
25 minutes. When cold, put to- 
gether with coffee filling and ice 
with coffee boiled icing. 


Coffee Filling. - 
Ingredients needed are three. 
fourths cup milk, one-fourth cup 
strong coffee infusion, one-half 
cup sugar, three tablespoons flour, 


two egg yolks, one-half teaspoon |; 


vanilla and one-eighth teaspoon 
salt. 

Scald milk and coffee in double 
boiler. Add sugar, flour and salt, 
which have been sifted together; 


utes. Add slightly beaten egg 
yolks and cook one minute longer. 
Remove from stove and add vanil- 
la; cool. 

Coffee Boiled Icing. 

Take one and one-third cups 
sugar, one-half cup coffee infusion, 
two egg whites, one-sixteenth tea- 
spoon cream of tartar and one tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Stir sugar, coffee and cream of 
tartar until dissolved; then bring 
to boiling point—never stir while 
boiling. When bubbles look waxy, 
test by dropping from a spoon. 
Syrup should spin a very iong 
thread. Add slowly to stiffly beat- 
en egg whites, beating until mix- 
ture holds its shape; add vanilla.

15-ROUND BOUTS 
TO DECISION IN 
MISSOURI URGED 


By W. J. McGoogan. 
George Mook, member of the 
City Boxing Commic:ion,, has an 
idea for an amendment to the State 
boxing law which he thinks will 
help the game here if it is adopted 


and he is going to present it to the 
Legislature. 

Hook advocates 15-round bouts 
to a decision when a national or a 
world title is at stake an: to ac- 
complish such a purpose he would 
have Section 13, Article 1, amended 
to conform to the Michigan law. 

The present law stipulates that 
boxing contests shall not be more 
than 10 rounds and no decisions 
Shall be given. 

This would be amended to read 
as follows if Hook's suggestion is 
adopted: “No bo:ing or sparring 
match or exhibition shall be more 
than 10 rounds in length; provid- 
ing, however,’ that the State Ath- 
letic Commissioner may, with the 
concurrence of at least two addi- 
tional members of said board, is- 
sue permits for contests not to ex- 
ceed 15 rounds whenever a nation- 
al or an international chagnpionship 
in any of the several weights may 
be at stake. And in such contests 
a decision may be rendered by two 
_ | Judges appointed by the commis- 
sioner and referee.” 

Hook believes that a champion- 
ship match under those conditions 
would result in a real contest. 

He made a trip to Detroit last 
spring to look over the boxing sit- 
vation there, told Michigan offi- 
cials of the difficulties here and 
they advised him that after the 
amendment they suggested to him 
had been adopted in Michigan 
that worked out satisfactorily.

Really Great Ball Clubs 
Win the Pennants.

N my opinion, there were no par- 
[ ticutarty great teams in the first 
" decade of the American League. 

The White Sox won in 1901 but 
it could not be rated as a mighty 
organization. This was the first 
season of the American League in 
major circuit dress and the teams 


way. 
My Athletics of 1902 won my 
first pennant but they were just a 
good team, not one that stood out. 
The same can be said of the Red 
Sox, pennant winners in 1903, and 
1904 and the Athletics of 1905. 


The 1903 Red Sox delivered one 
stroke when it won the post-season 
series that fall from Pittsburg. 
This was the precursor of the 
modern world’s series which was 
not played under special rules and 
under the jurisdiction of baseba]]l 
chiefs until 1905. 

The White Sox, who won in 
1906, were known as the “hitless 
wonders,” a sour name for cham- 
pions. 

Detroit captured the pennant in 
1907-08 and 1909, the first Ameri- 
can League team to win three times 
in a row but this achievement was 
dulled from two standpoints. 

In these three years, the Tigers 
won only by a nose and in 1908 
did not come througn until the last 
game. Then they made an inglori- 
ous figure in the world’s series, for 
they were never successful once. 


No Series for Tigers. 
HEY are the only American 
League pennant winners that 
never won at least one game in 
a world’s series. The Tigers had 
good teams but in the face of the 
records, not great ones.
